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Trust in the Lord

“The righteous shall be glad 
in the Lord, and shall trust in 
him; and all the upright in 
heart shall glory.” (Psa. 64:10.) 

This Psalm is one of David's 
prayers for deliverance. He be- 
gins by saying, ‘““Hear my voice, 
O Lord, in my prayer: preserve 
my life from fear of the enemy,” 
and ends by declaring, “The 
righteous shall trust in the 
Lord.” 

I believe just what David said 
about ‘it, and I believe he knew 
what he was talking about. I 
believe God inspired him to 
make this statement; and I be- 
lieve that all down through the 
ages the righteous trusted in 
the Lord. 

This declaration of the Psalm- 
ist covers a vast territory, when 
considered from every angle. 
And as we look at and meditate 
upon it in the fear of God and 
under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, I fear a great many 
people fail to grasp the mean- 
ing of trusting in the Lord. 

First, we notice He says, “The 
righteous shall trust in the 
Lord.” In 1 John 3:7 we read, 
“He that doeth righteousness is 
righteous, even as he is righte- 
rus.” 

We believe the Church of God 
is right, for in John 1: 14 we 
read, ‘“‘The Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us.” So 
to obey the Word of God makes 
one righteous, because' the 
Word is right, (truth) and to 
do right (the Word) make us 
right. So the people who do 
obey the Word of God will trusz 
in the Lord. I! don’t believe one 
can trust in the Lord unless 
they are righteous, and I don’t 
believe one can be righteous and 
not trust in the Lord. 

Now let’s notice the word 
trust. By consulting my Hebrew 
Lxicon. I find the word ‘‘trust” 
as used in this text, is taken 
from the Hebrew word “batach”’ 
and means, “Be hold; be confi- 
dent; be secure; be sure.” 
And say beloved, I am fully per 
suaded, and honestly believe the 
real baptism of the Holy Ghost 
makes one all this: i. e., bold, 
confident, secure and sure. 

If one does right they can 
bebold. “The wicked flee when 
no man pursueth: but the righte- 
ous are bold as a lion.” (Prov. 
28:1; Acts 4:5-13.) I believe one 
who does right will be confident. 
(Psa. 27:1-3; 2 Cor.’ 5:6; Dan. 
3:13-18; 6:10; Hab. 3:17-19.) 

I believe they will be secure. 
(Psa. 91; Job 11:18, 19; 13:15; 
23:10; 1 Cor. 10:13; 1 Tim. 6:
